NOTICE OF REMOVAL 

Pursuant to the provisions of 28 U.S.C. § 1441(b) and (c) and § 1446, Defendants City of 
Independence, Missouri, City of Independence, Missouri Police Department, Tom Dailey, Mark 
LaFramboise, Michael Onka and Roy Cutsforth ("Defendants") remove the above-captioned 
action from the Circuit Court of Jackson County, Missouri, at Independence, to the United States 
District Court for the Western District of Missouri, Western Division. 

Removal of this action is proper because, pursuant to 28 U.S.C. § 1441(b), this Court has 
original jurisdiction founded on Plaintiffs claims arising under the Constitution and the laws of 
the United States insofar as he seeks damages and redress for civil rights violations. Specifically, 
Plaintiff raises claims for excessive force and unconstitutional policies and practices. (Plaintiffs 
Petition, Counts HI, pp. 6-8). Plaintiff asserts these violate 42 U.S.C. § 1983 and seeks damages 
pursuant to that statute. As a result, Plaintiffs claims are founded on rights under the Constitution 
and laws of the United States which are removable regardless of the citizenship of the parties under 
28 U.S.C. § 1441(b). 

Removal of this action is also proper because, pursuant to 28 U.S.C. § 1441(c), this Court 
has pendant jurisdiction over the claims of Plaintiff that seek redress pursuant to the laws of the 
State of Missouri. Plaintiff has raised state claims including claims for negligence (Plaintiffs 
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Petition, Count III, pp. 9-10) and negligent supervision (Plaintiffs Petition, Count IV, pp. 11-12). 
These state claims arise out of the same acts and events that gives rise to Plaintiffs Federal claims. 
Specifically, they arise out of Plaintiff s allegations that he was subjected to excessive force after 
being arrested as a suspect in an assault on October 4, 2008. (Plaintiffs Petition, 8-13; p. 5), 
As a result, this Court has pendent jurisdiction as the state law claims arise out of a common 
nucleus of facts. United Mine Workers v. Gibbs, 383 U.S. 715, 725 (1966). 

Removal of this action is proper in that all Defendants who have been served, agree and 
consent to the removal as required under 28 U.S.C. § 1446. Roberts v. Palmer, 354 F, Supp. 2d 
1041, 1043 (Mo. 2005) (noting that Courts have interpreted § 1446 to impose a "rule of unanimity" 
which requires all defendants who have been served prior to removal to join in the removal petition 
or clearly and unambiguously communicate to the court their consent to the removal within thirty 
days of service upon them). Further, upon the best information and belief, counsel for Defendants 
do not believe that the Defendants identified as "John Does 1-10" and "Jane Does 1-10" in 
Plaintiffs Petition have been served to date and consequently their consent is not required for 
removal pursuant to Roberts, See also Lewis v. Rego Co,, 757 F.2d 66 (3rd Cir. 1985); McKinney 
v, Board of Trustees, 955 F.2d 924, 925 (4th Cir, 1992); Gillis v. Louisiana, 294 F.3d 755, 759 
(5th Cir. 2002). 

Removal of this action is timely and proper under 28 U.S.C. § 1446(b) because this removal 
is being filed less than 30 days after service on the Defendants. Plaintiff filed his Petition for 
Damages, which includes the federal claims as set out above, on May 2, 2013, Counsel for 
Defendants were served on August 27, 2013. 

Written notice of removal has been mailed to all parties and electronically filed with the 
Clerk of Circuit Court of Jackson County, Missouri, at Independence, pursuant to 28 U.S.C. § 
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1446(d), a copy of which is attached hereto as Exhibit 1. Pursuant to 28 U.S.C. § 1446(a), 
Defendants are required to attach all "process, pleadings, and orders served" on the removing 
defendants. Attached as Exhibit 2 is a copy of the file stamped Petition filed by Plaintiff and 
service documents filed in this matter.

8, On or about the evening of October 4, 2008, defendants LaFramboise and o 

to 

Onka responded to an alleged disturbance at an Independence, Missouri home. 2 

9. Subsequent to defendant La Framboise's and Onka's initial investigation, 8 

plaintiff Justin D. Layton was stopped and taken into custody by defendants LaFramboise 5

and Onka for a suspected assault violation related to this disturbance. H 

10, While taking Mr. Layton into custody, Mr* Layton was violently and severely 
beaten by defendants LaFrambroise and Onka with their fists and/or other objects. 

11. Plaintiff was in compliance with and obedient to defendants 1 instructions and 
demands; however, defendants repeatedly beat plaintiff on his head, face, arms, chest and 
abdomen causing broken bones in his face and swelling and necessitating medical attention. 

12. Mr. Layton was subsequently taken to the emergency room where he was 
examined and found to have sustained a fractured nasal bone, fractured facial bones, and 
other injuries. 

13, As a result of defendants' actions and the resulting injuries, plaintiff has been 
forced to endure significant past and future physical and emotional pain and suffering and 
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has been forced to incur substantial medical bills for the treatment of bis injuries, as well as '£ 
lost time from work, S 



COUNT I 
42 U.S.C, § 1983 
Violation of Civil Rights - 
Personal Injuries 
(Individual Defendants) 



17* By using excessive force as described herein, defendants deprived Mr, Layton 
of his tights set forth above, in violation of 42 U.S.C. § 1983 and the Fourth, Eighth, and 
Fourteenth Amendment to the Constitution of die United States. 

18, In doing so, defendants exhibited a deliberate indifference to plaintiffs 
rights, safety and well-being. 

19. Defendants* use of excessive force was die proximate cause of serious and 
permanent physical and emotional injuries to Mr. Layton, including but not limited to the 
pain and anguish of being beaten in public, along with the permanent emotional injuries 
associated with the injuries he sustained.

14. Plaintiff incorporates by reference paragraphs 1-13, above, as though fully set 
fordi herein. 

15. Defendants, jointly and severally, had a duty under 42 U.S.C § 1983 and the 
Fourth Amendment to the Constitution of the United States to refrain from utilising 
excessive force in their apprehension of Justin D. Layton. 

16. Justin D. Layton's right to be free from excessive force at all pertinent times 

was a clearly established right under the Fourth Amendment to the Constitution of the

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20, Defendants' actions and inactions in this regard were willful, wanton, 
malicious, or with complete or reckless indifference to, or conscious disregard for, the rights, 
safety and well-being of Mr. Layton, 

21, As a direct and proximate result of defendants' actions and inactions 
described above, plaintiff suffered severe and permanent injuries and damages. As a result 
of his injuries, plaintiff has been caused to suffer and incur substantial medical bills and 
invasive medical surgeries and treatments, and emotional injuries and damages. He will 
continue to suffer all of these damages and injuries into the future and for the rest of his life. 

22, Pursuant to 42 U.S.C. 1988, plaintiff is entitled to recover his attorney fees 
and expert costs incurred in pursuing this claim. 

WHEREFORE, plaintiff Justin D. Layton, prays for judgment in his favor against 

defendants jointly and severally, for his actual damages as are Mr and reasonable in an

24, Defendants City of Independence, Independence, Missouri Police 
Department, Tom Dailey, John Does 1-10 and Jane Does 1-10 were responsible to and did, 
in fact, establish official policy, custom and/or action purportedly regarding prevention of

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excessive force against people in the custody or control of the Independence, Missouri 
Police Department. The official policy, custom and/or action was insufficient to provide 
prompt, constitutionally adequate safety to those in police department custody or control, 
including plaintiff Justin D, Layton, all in violation of 42 U.S.C § 1983 and the Fourth, 
Eighth, and Fourteenth Amendment to the Constitution of the United States. 

25, Defendants Mark CX LaFramboise, Michael Onka, Roy A, Cutsforth, John 
Does 1-10 and Jane Does 1-10 were acting pursuant to such official policy, custom and/or 
action in their failure and refusal to safely and respectfully treat plaintiff Justin D. Layton 
while in their custody and/or control 

26, As a result of such official policy, custom and/or action regarding use 
excessive force on people in die custody or control of die Independence, Missouri Police 
Department, Mr. Layton was subjected to unconstitutional abuse. 

27. Further, defendants City of Independence, Independence, Missouri Police 
Department, Tom Dailcy, John Does 1-10 and Jane Does 140 failed to take any corrective 
action to remedy the constitutional violations discussed above, This corrective inaction 
constitutes deliberate indifference to and/or tacit authorization of these constitutional 
violations* 

28. As a direct result of defendants, City of Independence, Independence, 
Missouri Police Department, Tom Dailey, John Does 140 and Jane Does 140 institution of 
the official policy, custom and/or action, and these defendants' corrective inaction, as 
described above, plaintiff Justin D, Layton suffered severe and permanent injuries and 
damages*

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29, Defendants 3 actions and inactions in this regard were willful, wanton, 
malicious, or with complete 01* reddest; indifference to, or conscious disregard for, die rights 
of Mr, Lay ton. 

30. As a result of his injuries, plaintiff has been caused to suffer and incur

Does 1-10 and Jane Does 1-10 had a clear legal duty under State Law, 42 US.C. § 1983 and 
die Fourth, Eighth, and Fourteenth Amendment to the Constitution of the United States to 
refrain from the use of excessive force in their interaction with Justin Lay ton. 
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34. Defendants breached these clear legal duties by unnecessarily beating Mr* 

Layton, 

35. Defendants knew or should have known that their conduct was a breach of 
their clear legal duties and was likely to result in injuries and death. 

36. Defendants' conduct was a direct and proximate cause of plain tiffs injuries, 
as described above. 

37. Defendants beating to Mr. Layton was in bad faith, negligent, grossly 
negligent, reckless, and exhibited a willful, wanton and malicious disregard for die safety and 
well-being of plaintiff. 

38. At all times herein, defendants were acting within the course and scope of 
their employment and/or agency of defendants Independence, Missouri Police Department, 
City of Independence, Missouri, and/or State of Missouri. As a result, these defendants are 
liable for the negligence of their employees/agents under the theories of vicarious liability Ej 
and/ or respondeat superior* 

39. As a result of his injuries, plaintiff has been caused to suffer and incur 
substantial medical bills and invasive medical surgeries and treatments, and emotional 
injuries and damages. He will continue to suffer all of these damages and injuries into the 
future and for the rest of his life. 

WHEREFORE, plaintiff Justin D. Layton, prays for judgment in his favor against 
defendants jointly and severally, for his actual damages as are fair and reasonable in an 
amount in excess of $25,000, for punitive or exemplary damages against defendants in such 
sum as will serve to punish and deter them and others from future conduct such as that 
described herein, for his attorney fees and costs herein expended, and for such other and 
further relief as the Court deems just and proper under the circumstances. 
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COUN T IV 
Negligence - Personal Injuries 
(Institutional and Supervisory Defendants) 

40. Plaintiff incorporates by reference paragraphs 1-38, above, as though fully set 
forth herein. 

41. Defendants Independence, Missouri Police Department, Tom Dailey, John 
Does MO and Jane Does 140 owed plaintiff the clear legal duty to use reasonable care in 
establishing official policy, custom and/or action regarding prevention of excessive force 
against people in the custody or control of the Independence, Missouri Police Department, 
and in properly educating and training the officers under their management in this subject. 

42. Defendants breached these clear legal duties, and failed to establish official 
policy, custom and/or action which was sufficient to prevent excessive force against those in 
police department custody or control, including plaintiff Justin D, Layton, and in foiling to 
properly educate and train its officers to do so, 

43. Defendants Mark O, LaFramboise, Michael Onka, Roy A. Cutsforth, John 
Does 140 and Jane Does 140 were acting within die course and scope of their employment 
and/or agency of defendants and pursuant to such official policy, custom and/or action, and 
upon their education and training provided by defendants, when they beat plaintiff Justin IX 
Layton while in their custody and/or control. 

44. As a result of such insufficient official policy, custom and/or action, and 
education and training regarding providing medical treatment to people in the custody or 
control of die Independence, Missouri Police Department, Mr. Layton was unnecessarily 
beaten as described above, 

45. Further, defendants Independence, Missouri Police Department, Tom 
Dailey, John Does 140 and Jane Does 140 knew or should have known that their failures 
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constituted a breach of their clear legal duties as set forth herein, and were likely to result in 
injury or death, 

46. As a direct result of defendants Independence, Missouri Police Department, 
Tom Dailey, John Does 1-10 and Jane Does 1-10 failures, as described above, plaintiff Justin 
D. Layton suffered severe and permanent injuries and damages* 

47. Defendants' actions and inactions in this regard were in bad faith, negligent, 
grossly negligent, willful, wanton, malicious, or with complete or reckless indifference to, or 
conscious disregard for, the rights of Mr, Layton. 

48. At all times herein, defendants were acting within the course and scope of 
their employment and/or agency of defendants City of Independence, Missouri, and/or 
State of Missouri, As a result, these defendants are liable for the negligence of their 
employees/agents under the theories of vicarious liability and/or respondeat superior, 

49. As a result of his injuries, plaintiff has been caused to suffer and incur 
substantial medical bills and invasive medical surgeries and treatments, and emotional 
injuries and damages. He will continue to suffer all of diese damages and injuries into the 
future and for the rest of his life. 

WH EREFORE, plaintiff Justin D. Layton, prays for judgment in his favor against 
defendants jointly and severally, for his actual as are fair and reasonable in an amount in 
excess of $25,000, for punitive or exemplary damages against defendants in such sum as will 
serve to punish and deter them and others from future conduct such as that described 
herein, for his attorney fees and costs herein expended, and for such other and further relief 
as the Court deems just and proper under the circumstances.
